The plan of the work, as was stated in the 
Preface to the former volume, is taken from a 
manual, entitled ' Union Questions,' prepared by 
Harvey Fisk, and extensively used in the San- 
day schools in the United States. For a further 
account of the origin and design of the work, the 
author would refer to the above-named Preface. 

In regard to the present volume, he would 
say, that the labor of preparation has been much 
more considerable than one would suppose, who 
should judge from the size of the book. The 
author has endeavored, with wjiat success the

of the more difficult texts ; yet not so as to dis- 
pense with the necessity of reflection and study 
on the part of the scholar, or of occasional aid on 
the part of the teacher.
